Although the farmers of the prai- 
rie provinces will probably continue 
indefinitely to depend upon grain 
growing as thelr main source of rev- 
enue there are several lines of work 
which fit in admirablly with grain 
growing and provide an extra source 
‘of revenue.

The grains most commonly used in 
crate feeding are corn, oats, barley 
and buckwheat, or some of their by- 
products, but whatever ig used should 
jbe finely ground. Whole grain should 
never be given. Corn produces a yel, 
| low fat, therefore it is advisable to 
use it with caution where white skin 
jis in demand. An excellent mixture 
| consists of equal parts of corn, oats 
and buckwheat.

Has Fairly Warm Climate 


Temperature At Equator Of Mars | 
Over Sixty Degrees | 

Not many years ago it was thought 
that the temperature of Mars was too 
low to support life. But by an ingen- 
ious device for measuring the temper- 
ature of the planet, it has been found | 
that even in the Polar regions the 
temperature rises to well over freez- 
ing point. The temperature at the 
equator of Mars is almost that of a 
clear sunny spring day on earth in the | 
latitude of New York, or between 60 


Photographs taken in infra-red, 
yellow, and ultra-violet light seem to 
show that the planet has an atmos- 
phere of considerable depth, though 
much rarer than that of the earth. 
Other observations show. that the 
density of the surface atmosphere of 
Mars cannot be greater than it is 
eleven miles above the surface of our 
own planet. 

While Mars can be observed to ad- 
vantage by the telescope only in al- 
ternate and then for only a 
few months at a time, Jupiter 
be observed all the year round, al- 
ways presenting an interesting sub- 
ject of study, except for a few weeks 


years,

to advantage, 

Jupiter has many curlous light and 
dark belts that lie parallel to its equa- 
tor and seem to be formed of denser | 
vapours than their surroundings, The 
planet is spinning round on its axis 
once every 9 hours 50 minutes at its 
equator and every 9 hours 55 minutes 
in its higher latitudes. Objects at the 
equator are carried round at the rate 
of 30,000 miles an hour, or eight miles

A fleet of flying ambulances that

French Experts Find “Glozel 
Writings” Are Not Authentic 
At a meeting in Paris of the Aca- 

demy of Inscription the “Glozel Writ- 

| ings” discovered three years ago and 
| believed to be man’s “first alphabet” 
were denounced as fakes, The denun- 
ciation was made by Camille Julian, 
an authority on the Gallo-Roman era, 
and Rene Dussand, the academician 

; appointed to make a special inves- 

| tigation, 

The famous writings, which were 
brought to light at Glozel, near Vichy, 
were declared by the finders to be 
| the work of Neolithic man, thus pre- 
| senting the contention that the writ- 
jing originated hundreds of centuries 
before the period generally accepted 
by scientists. 
| For some time the authenticity of 
|the inscription was not questioned. 
| There was merely disagreement as to 
its age. MM. Julian and Dussand 
| now declare they found many good 
reasons to suspect the “discoveries,” 
| elting as examples the objects had 
| been recently disturbed, the lack of 
|human bones, pictures of reindeer, 
j which did not exist in France, and 
| finally that a fee of four francs was 
being charged for admission to the 
| property where the ‘find’ was made.
